With  the  beginning  of  the  new.  it  seems  appropriate  to  consider  the 
state  of  our  hobby  Having  an  ownership  interest  in  a  well  established  coin 
shop  and  being  a  collector  myself.  I  enjoy  the  perspective  of  both  the 
professional  and  hobbyist. 

I  believe  the  hobby  is  the  healthiest  it  has  been  in  years  The  wall 
street  "investment"  promotions  have  run  their  course  The  controversy  over 
slabbing,  if  not  totally  settled  at  least  allows  collectors  to  choose  between  raw  or 
slabbed  The  hobby  seems  to  have  returned  to  the  collector  and  informed 
investor 

However,  the  collector  has  changed  He  is  armed  with  his  gray  sheets, 
population  reports,  and  cherry  pickers  guide,  he  is  more  knowledgeable  than 
ever  before,  and  has  higher  expectations  than  before  But  he  is  back 
Although,  the  investor  is  still  a  factor  I  continue  to  see  them  being  converted 
from  investors  to  collectors  as  they  become  knowledgeable  and  more 
appreciative  of  the  non  financial  aspects  of  numismatics.  Financial 
considerations  often  become  secondary  to  the  joy  of  building  a  collection  of 
coins  and  knowledge  For  the  first  time  in  years,  "how  much  will  this  be  worth 
in  five  years"  is  not  the  primary  concern  for  the  majority  of  buy  ers 

In  short.  I  believe,  with  a  continuation  of  the  strong  economy.  1998 
will  be  a  very  good  year  for  both  coin  dealers  and  collectors 

Since  our  last  issue  Lyman  Bartee  passed  away  along  with  Mac 
Kennady  that's  two  pillars  of  Texas  numismatics  we've  lost  in  a  short  tune 
They  will  be  sorely  missed  It  reminds  us  all  of  our  obligation  to  interest  youth 
in  our  hobby  There  arc  some  big  shoes  to  fill 

Speaking  of  the  youth.  I  attended  the  Greater  Houston  Coin  show  the 
24th  of  January  There  was  Ralph  Ross  helping  the  Clements  Coin  Club 
youth’s  set  up  their  exhibits  Ralph  Ross  is  a  one  man  dynamo  of  youth 
inv  olvement  We  all  owe  him  a  debt  of  gratitude  because  he  is  laying  the  seeds 
of  our  hobby  's  future  I  know  I  collected  coins  as  a  youth  and  quit  when  I  left 
for  school  But  seeds  well  planted  won't  be  denied  and  I  returned  to  the  hobby 
20  years  later  I  expect  many  of  Ralph's  disciples  w  ill  follow  the  same  path 

The  long  awaited  book  on  Mexican  8  reales  entitled  Rcsplendorcs  by 
TNA  life  member  Mike  Dumgan  and  J  B  Parker  has  been  released  This  book 
will  undoubtedly  become  the  standard  reference  book  of  8  reales  Virtually  all 
coins  are  photographed  Arranged  by  date  within  Mint  it  provides  data  on 
relative  rarity,  collectible  condition  and  major  varieties  of  nearly  1.000  coins  as 
well  as  the  usual  information  This  is  invaluable  information  for  (he  collector 
And  the  photos  help  keep  the  variety  collector's  imagination  from  playing  tricks 
on  him  There  is  no  specific  pricing  data  provided,  which  has  a  few  dealers 
grumbling,  but  with  J  B  Parker's  collection  being  auctioned  this  summer  bv 
Superior  the  prices  realized  will  make  a  very  useful  companion  to  this  worthy 
effort  Priced  at  $125,00  this  is  a  must  for  all  serious  collectors  for  Mexican 
coins 

I  hope  this  encourages  previous  Texas  resident  Richard  A  Long  to 
complete  and  publish  his  long  rumored  book  of  Mexican  Republic  Gold  It  too 
is  sorely  needed  by  collectors  <

This  year  has  been  great  for  collectors  The  price  of  silver  has  been 
climbing  for  the  last  six  months  and  looks  like  it  could  reach  $8  per  ounce  It 
has  not  been  this  high  in  many  years  For  those  of  you  with  silver  holdings 
bought  at  lower  prices,  you  could  make  some  money  by  selling  On  the  other 
hand  gold  has  dropped  to  all  time  lows  for  many  many  years  and  now'  is  a  great 
time  to  buy  gold  coins  and  bullion  to  pul  away 

Collector  coins  have  been  very  popular  and  from  what  I  see  at  the 
shows,  collectors  are  finding  the  coins  they  want  at  good  prices  I  have  found 
some  of  the  older  commemorations  that  have  alluded  me  for  awhile.

We  have  now  submitted  or  page  to  the  top  three 
search  engines  on  the  internet,  you  may  type  in  TNA.  Texas  Numismatic 
Association.

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Gold  and  Silver  Report 

In  the  last  few  months  the  price  of  gold  has  continues  to  drop  reaching 
lows  not  seen  for  close  to  a  decade  At  one  point  the  price  per  ounce  dropped  to 
$276.00  per  ounce  and  then  rebounded  for  a  while  around  $288  tit)  Now  it  has 
settled  around  the  $300.00  per  ounce  level  This  is  a  very  good  time  to  buv 
gold  bullion  and  common  gold  coins  if  you  arc  interested  in  these  items  For 
those  that  have  been  holding  gold  since  1980  it  is  going  to  be  a  while  before 
von  recoup  any  of  your  money  Many  people  see  this  as  a  buying  opportunity 
and  others  sec  it  as  a  loosing  proposition  If  you  currently  are  holding  gold  why 
not  add  to  it.  you  seem  to  like  the  stuff  anyway.  Wait  for  the  price  to  go  up 
some  and  you  will  make  a  profit 

Silver  on  the  other  hand  has  been  going  up  for  the  last  six  months 
The  price  was  as  low  as  $4.00  per  ounce  and  now  is  over  $700  per  ounce 
Again  this  is  a  far  cry  from  the  price  in  1980  of  $52.00  per  ounce,  but  that  was 
a  different  situation  This  is  the  highest  this  metal  has  been  since  that  time. 
There  are  a  number  of  people  cashing  in  on  the  high  price  and  selling  off  their 
holdings  Others  like  investor  Warren  BufTett  have  been  buying  sliver  for  the 
last  six  months  and  have  done  very  nicely  with  it  Mr  BufTett  has  bought  130 
million  ounces  of  silv  er  worth  over  $800  million  With  the  price  rising  the  way 
it  has  he  had  profited  around  $130  million  and  his  holdings  are  now  worth 
$930  million,  but  he  is  still  buying 

There  is  speculation  that  silver  will  not  drop  back  down  any  time  soon 
because  the  demand  is  30%  higher  than  the  supply  The  yearly  average 
demand  nins  normally  10%  higher  than  supply  Now  may  be  the  time  to  invest 
in  silver  or  silver  coins  The  American  silver  eagles  in  UNC  arc  now  selling 
from  the  supply  companies  to  dealers  for  about  $9.00  This  is  a  bullion  coin 
that  was  selling  for  $6.25  just  eight  weeks  ago  Both  of  these  markets  are 
speculative  and  can  either  help  you  or  hurt  you  depending  on  what  you  do.  and 
how  the  market  docs

Also  being  added  are  the  complete 
text  of  past  issues  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society's  "Numismatic  Literature"  which 
provides  numismatic  citations  and  abstracts  from  the  last  fifty  years 

The  eleven  indexes  cover  a  wide  range  of  numismatic  scholarship  over  many 
decades.  From  the  American  Numismatic  Society  they  include  American  Journal  of 
Numismatics  1866-1924.  Museum  Notes  1945-1988.  American  Journal  of  Numismatics. 
Second  Senes.  1989-1997.  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference  (COAC)  1984-1997. 
Numismatic  Notes  and  Monographs  1921-1968;  ANS  Proceedings  1878-1914  Five  other 
periodicals  are  also  included  in  NIP  The  Numismatist  1888-1997  (ANA);  Numismatic 
Scrapbook  Magazine  1935-1975  (Coin  World).  Numismatic  Review  1943-1947  (Stack's); 
Coin  Collector's  Journal.  1875-1888  and  Coin  Collector’s  Journal.  New  Series  1934-1954

The  Foundation  presently  owns  over  eight  hundred  items  which  will  be  of 
significant  interest  to  the  scholar  and  student  of  United  States  Numismatics.  The  present 
collection  consists  of  over  two  hundred  fifty  different  specimens  of  large  size  U.S.  paper 
currency,  together  with  over  five  hundred  United  States  pattern,  experimental  and  trial 
pieces  The  currency  covers  the  period  from  the  inception  of  U.S.  currency  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Civil  War  to  the  time  it  was  withdrawn  from  circulation  during  the  1920's,  at  which 
time  it  was  replaced  by  smaller  bills. 

The  "Pattern"  collection  consists  of  an  outstanding  representation  of  this  area  of 
Numismatics  which  is  so  important  to  the  researcher  for  a  full  understanding  of  the  evolution 
of  American  coinage  Many  specimens  are  quite  rare,  and  all  are  in  exemplars  condition.

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An  Inside  Look  at  A  Historic  Currency  Auction 
by  Gayle  K.  Pike 


The  J  L  Irish  Collection  of  National  Bank  Notes  was  sold  recently  in  Dallas. 
Texas  J  L  Irish  began  collecting  National  Bank  Notes  as  both  a  hobby  and 
investment.  He  amassed  an  amazing  collection  of  over  2.000  notes  He 
acquired  more  Texas  Nationals  that  others  such  as  Amon  Carter,  who  had 
started  before  him.  J.L.'s  son.  Mike  Irish  made  note  in  the  introduction  to  the 
auction  catalogue  that  it  was  with  "a  great  deal  of  pride”  and  "a  little  sadness" 
that  the  children  of  J  L  Irish  had  chosen  to  "put  these  notes  into  the  hands  of 
other  collectors  so  that  they  may  be  enjoyed 

Lyn  F  Knight.  Inc  was  the  auction  company  chosen  by  the  Irish  family  It  was 
decided  that  the  Texas  National  Bank  Notes  should  be  sold  in  Texas  With  that 
decision  a  historic  even  I  was  created  The  second  session  which  was  held  on 
Saturday  night  August  16th  featured  over  1300  lots  of  Texas  National  Bank 
Notes  This  was  the  greatest  number  of  National  Bank  Notes  on  a  single  state 
to  be  sold  at  one  time.  The  following  are  observations  from  someone  privileged 
to  be  at  the  sale 

As  the  five  O'clock  starting  hour  nears  Lyn  Knight  can  be  seen  conferring  with 
the  auctioneer  giving  last  minute  instructions,  as  the  bidders  Its  a  full  house 
The  room  is  full  of  new  faces.  Its  an  auction  for  everyone  and  it  is  surprising  to 
see  the  number  of  families  A  mother  sits  swaying  from  side  to  side  as  she 
holds  a  small  child  only  minutes  away  from  sleep  Her  husband  bids  cautiously 
on  several  lots 

Dealers  dwindle  in  after  closing  their  bourse  tables  and  take  their  place  among 
the  many  collectors  The  atmosphere  is  thick  with  tension  from  serious 
collectors  and  yet  a  bit  of  carnival  atmosphere  prevails  with  the  realization  by 
many,  of  how  historic  this  event  will  become  to  Texas  currency  collectors 
A  lady  sits  quietly  reading  a  book  as  her  husband  follows  bids  in  his  catalogue 
Another  lady  docs  needlework  as  her  husband  bids  actively  on  a  number  of  lots 
A  child  snores  quietly  asleep  on  her  mothers  shoulder  as  dealer  Dave  Koblc 
casts  a  smile  between  bids 

The  auctioneer  moves  at  a  clipping  pace  with  his  distinctive  southern  drawl 
One  dealer  comments  "its  amazing"  when  referring  to  the  prices  after  only  two 
dozen  or  so  lots  have  been  hammered  down  A  large  size  Beaumont.  Texas 
brings  $2,000  more  than  the  top  estimate  as  all  heads  turn  to  the  back  of  the 
room  to  search  for  the  winning  bidder 

A  bidder  holds  his  young  son  on  his  lap  who  watches  in  awe  as  his  father 
makes  notes  in  his  catalogue  and  occasionally  raises  his  card  to  bid  Another 
serious  bidder  wearing  a  traditional  Texas  cowboy  hat  consults  the  Kelly  book 
as  he  considers  his  bids  A  choice  note  has  rival  Texas  dealers  Steve  Ivy  and 
Johnny  Rowe  in  a  bidding  war

Sonic  of  the  prominent  dealers  who  are  usually  heavy  buyers  at  currency 
auctions  are  outbid  by  collectors  Their  work  is  cut  out  for  them  on  this 
evening.  Many  are  acting  as  agents  bidding  for  customers  Many  have  several 
different  bidder  numbers.  They  are  the  eyes  of  their  customers  who  are  not  in 
attendance  If  they  do  not  w  in  the  lot  they  will  not  be  paid  for  their  work 
There  is  a  quiet  chuckle  as  one  dealer  ask  what  the  bid  is  and  ups  the  book  bid 
by  $10.00  to  win  the  lot  The  auctioneer  gets  a  laugh  as  another  dealer  wanting 
to  make  sure  his  bid  is  seen  attempts  to  up  his  own  bid  "Your  turn  again" 
chanted  by  the  auctioneer  helps  a  timid  bidder  win  the  lot 
One  dealer  is  belligerent  that  his  bid  is  missed  by  the  auctioneer.  Begrudgingly 
he  bids  higher  to  get  the  lot  For  the  most  part  there  are  many  good  friends 
bidding  against  each  other  with  no  malice  A  whoop  is  heard  by  a  successful 
bidder 

At  6:45  a  few  places  have  cleared  out  Its  hard  to  believe  that  almost  2  hours 
have  already  passed  The  pace  slows  down  and  then  steps  back  up  There  are  a 
number  of  people  in  the  lobby  Most  are  waiting  for  lots  they  wish  to  bid  on  to 
come  up  There  is  much  talk  about  the  strong  prices  One  dealer  comments 
that  the  prices  of  most  second  charters  arc  going  to  the  moon 
A  collector  sits  with  his  arm  around  his  wife  as  he  bids  $9,000  for  a  note  A 
smile  passes  between  them  when  his  bid  is  successful  The  other  end  of  the 
scales  has  a  $14  00  bid  form  the  book  Ever  vigilant  Ed  Rothberg  quickly  bids 
$15  00  This  brings  a  laugh  from  the  audience 

Although  at  8:00  it  is  still  early  I  see  soft  drinks  being  replaced  by  coffee 
There  is  still  a  long  way  to  go  While  bidders  get  a  break  between  the  lots  of 
their  choice,  unfortunately  the  auctioneer  does  not  Lvn  Knight  keeps  a  smile 
as  he  calls  out  the  book  or  mail  bids  A  slight  snafu  in  the  book  work  has  the 
auctioneer  offering  to  exchange  jobs  with  him 

There  is  both  joy  and  heartache  as  a  collector  bids  on  a  note  he  desperately 
wants  and  is  outbid  You  can  see  the  pained  look  on  his  face  as  he  lowers  lus 
card  defeated  He  bites  his  lower  lip  in  disappointment  and  goes  back  into 
deep  concentration  waiting  for  his  next  chance  to  get  a  much  needed  lot 
Dealers  acting  as  an  agent  for  customers  shake  their  heads  at  some  of  the  bids 
they  have  been  given  to  execute  They  know  to  get  paid  they  must  win  the  lots 
and  bids  from  customers  needing  a  reality'  check  are  a  waste  of  time  for  the 
agent. 

A  young  girl  of  2  fresh  from  a  nap  is  ready  to  bid  as  she  waves  her  hand  in  the 
air  However  bright  orange  bidder  cars  bring  assurance  that  a  scratch  of  the 
head  w  ill  not  leave  you  $5,000  in  debt 

There  is  a  short  break  around  9  15  Light  refreshments  are  served  along  with 
plenty'  of  strong  coffee  There  is  a  steady  stream  to  the  rest  room  including  the 
ladies  room  which  is  unusual  This  auction  has  a  great  deal  of  women  in 
attendance  The  break  is  all  too  short  but  there  are  still  many  lots  to  go  After 
the  break  the  room  is  about  two  thirds  full  and  still  heavily  filled  with 
collectors 
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My  maiden  name  is  Kemp  so  I  have  an  interest  in  the  Kemp.  Texas  notes  It 
would  be  a  great  birthday  gift  for  my  monv  The  large  size  opens  at  $600.00 
and  brings  $2,000.00.  The  small  opens  at  $225  and  brings  $750.  Both  bring 
well  over  the  book  estimate  and  neither  will  go  home  with  me.  My  mom  will 
just  have  to  settle  for  a  box  of  candy 

A  gentleman  on  the  first  row  is  determined  to  win  a  number  of  lots  For  six 
lots  in  a  row  his  card  went  up  and  never  went  down  until  he  was  the  owner  He 
then  left  w  ith  a  broad  grin  of  accomplishment 

Some  lots  are  lost  w  ith  a  simple  shrug  of  the  shoulder  and  others  rather  angrily. 
The  mistakes  are  surprisingly  few  for  the  figures  being  thrown  about 
At  10:30  1  am  starting  to  get  sleepy  and  there  are  400  more  lots  to  go  After  5 
1/2  hours  glued  to  the  same  spot  I  wonder  how  Lynn  looks  so  alert  I  also 
wonder  if  the  auctioneer  can  see  my  drooping  eye  lids  By  1 1  45  there  is  a  lot 
of  yaw  ning  all  around  the  room  Strong  coffee  keeps  others  fortified  1  am  not 
a  coffee  drinker  but  tonight  I  make  an  exception  There  are  quite  a  few  people 
in  the  foyer  discussing  the  one  that  got  away  over  coffee.  I  quickly  down  not 
one  but  2  cups  and  go  back  for  the  last  200  lots 

The  auctioneer  stifles  a  yawn  at  the  stroke  of  midnight  Another  at  12:30 
brings  a  laugh  from  the  audience.

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TREASURE  OF  XERXES 

HUGE  HOARD  OF  SILVER  BURIED  CIRCA  450  BC 

\nd  now.  ns  he  looked  and  saw  the  whole  Hellespont  covered  wuh  the 
vessels  of  his  fleet  and  all  the  shore  and  every  plain  about  Abydos  as  full  as  possible  of 
men.  Xerxes  congratulated  himself  upon  his  good  fortune;  but  after  a  little  while  he 
wept  Ihs  unde  Xrtabanus,  who  was  with  him  at  the  time,  asked  about  this  strange 
expression  of  contradictory  feelings  " /  *mv  thinking."  Xerxes  replied .  "and  it  came 
into  my  mind  how  pitifully  short  human  life  is  " 

Herodotus  I  11.  45-46 

Hus  moment  in  history  described  by  the  ancient  historian  Herodotus  was  perhaps 
one  of  the  greatest  military  undertakings  in  history  given  the  current  technology.  The 
accounts  relate  that  the  great  Persian  king  Xerxes  amassed  an  army  of  1,700,000  men  for  his 
invasion  of  Greece  in  4X0  BC.  An  entire  city  was  needed  to  feed  the  army  just  two  meals, 
and  an  entire  river  ran  dry  when  they  drank.  And  huge  quantities  of  silver  coins  were  struck 
to  finance  the  massive  military  payroll  and  all  the  expenses  of  huge  military  operations.  The 
Hellespont  was  the  water  way  at  least  a  mile  wide  connecting  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  and  separating  Europe  from  Asia  Minor  In  order  to  move  his  vast  army 
Xerxes  commanded  his  engineers,  mostly  Phoenecians  and  Egyptians,  to  build  a  bridge  To 
do  this  674  ships  were  tied  together  in  a  double  row  and  planks  were  laid  over  the  decks 
The  planks  were  covered  with  brushwood  and  dirt  to  create  a  road.  Xerxes  invaded  Greece 
and  verv  nearly  succeeded  in  conquering  the  civilized  world. 

As  the  Persians  moved  through  northern  Greece  they  were  met  at  the  pass  of 
Thermopylae,  where  the  300  Spartans  led  by  I^eonidas  fought  to  the  last  man.  and 
successfully  delayed  the  Persian  advance  long  enough  for  the  Greek  cities  to  prepare. 
Although  Xerxes  captured  Athens,  the  Athenians  had  fled  with  their  fleet  to  the  nearby  island 
of  Salamis  where  the  Persian  fleet  was  defeated  by  the  more  experienced  Athenian  navy. 
The  army  of  the  allied  Greek  city-states,  led  by  Spartans  was  able  to  defeat  the  Persian  army 
at  Plataea  in  479  BC  and  effectively  ended  Xerxes  attempted  conquest  of  Greece. 

Xerxes  is  long  dead,  and  his  observations  on  the  brevity  of  human  existence  still 
applies  today,  even  though  we  average  more  than  twice  the  usual  life  span  of  the  ancients. 
By  collecting,  studying  and  handling  the  coins  of  the  ancients  our  human  experience  can  be 
greatly  enhanced  In  our  hands  we  have  relics  of  great  kings  who  commanded  huge  armies 
to  conquer  kingdoms  now  vanished.  These  huge  treasures  of  precious  metals  that  are  now 
unearthed  from  the  paths  of  these  ancient  armies  are  sometimes  the  only  tangible  links  that 
we  have.  Now  you  can  expand  your  horizons  to  the  Fifth  Century  BC  with  a  modest 
contribution  to  the  Jonathan  k  kem  Co.

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This  hoard  of  silver  was  composed  of  over  100  pounds  of  struck  sigloi.  A  single 
siglos  averages  5  55  grams  of  ncark  pure  silver  and  depicts  the  Great  King  of  Persia  as  an 
archer  in  an  action  pose  Some  interpret  his  posture  as  the  archaic  art  expression  of  running, 
and  others  describe  him  as  kneeling  These  coins  were  struck  with  a  heavy  sledge  hammer 
on  very  thick  oblong  planchets.  much  like  sil\er  bullets,  with  a  hand  held  upper  die  depicting 
the  archer  Hie  lower  die  was  probably  imbedded  in  wood  or  stone  to  secure  it  'Hie  lower, 
or  reverse  die  of  these  coins,  was  used  in  the  manner  of  the  very  first  coins  ever  produced  in 
the  world.  This  lower  die  was  a  roughly  rectangular  raised  metal  lump,  appearing  in 
hundreds  of  mysterious  variations  The  raised  reverse  die  creates  an  incuse  impression  for 
the  backs  of  the  sigloi  Museum  studies  now  in  progress  utilize  the  reverse  incused 
impressions  for  quick  die  referencing,  since  the  obverse  impression  of  the  Great  King  is 
frequently  ofl  center  fhese  coins  represented  a  huge  explosion  in  the  production  of  coined 
money,  and  were  struck  rapidly  to  fill  the  need  for  pre-weighed  silver  authorized  by  a 
powerful  ruler 

The  Great  King  is  shown  holding  a  spear  and  a  how  on  the  sigloi  attributed  to  the 
Asia  Minor  mint  of  Sardeis.  in  Lydia  and  a  bow  and  a  dagger  on  the  other  tvpe  which  is 
possibly  all  from  a  different  mint  further  south.  Frequently  they  are  countermarked  w  ith  tiny 
punches  b>  merchants  of  bankers,  possibly  to  attest  to  the  quality  of  the  silver  We  can  sell 
either  type  in  a  nice  fine  grade  lor  $37  each,  a  nice  very  fine  for  $77  each  or  a  nice 
extremely  fine  for  S277  each.

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S10  REFUNDING  CERTIFICATES  OF  1879 

by  Frank  Clark 


When  I  was  first  introduced  to  US  currency,  one  type  of  note  in 
particular  caught  my  attention  -  $10  Refunding  Certificates  of  1879  They  were 
of  an  odd  shape  (6.5x3  5)  and  accrued  interest  I  found  them  to  be  very 
interesting,  historical  and  different 

The  Congressional  Act  of  February  26.  1879  created  this  type  of 
currency  and  all  notes  are  dated  April  1.  1879  The  above  act  was  passed  to 
make  government  securities  popular  and  within  the  pocketbook  of  the  average 
citizen  They  were  convertible,  with  accrued  interest,  into  4  percent  bonds 
when  presented  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  in  sums  of 
$50  00  or  multiples  thereof  They  were  not  completely  successful  in  reaching 
the  general  populace,  as  most  Refunding  Certificates  were  held  by  national 
banks. 

The  Act  provided  for  only  $10  Refunding  Certificates  and  they 
accrued  interest  at  4  percent  per  year  indefinitely  These  were  their  major 
benefits  -  a  low  denomination  and  indefinite  interest  However.  Congress 
curtailed  the  interest  on  these  certificates  as  of  July  1,  1907  As  of  this  date,  the 
interest  alone  amounted  to  $11.30.  The  certificates  are  still  legal  tender  today 
to  the  tune  of  $21  30 

There  were  two  types  of  Refunding  Certificates  The  first  type  bore  on 
the  face  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  note  was  issued  and  required  the 
endorsement  of  the  ow  ner  in  the  presence  of  a  witness  on  the  back  -  payable  to 
order  The  second  was  a  general  certification  that  ten  dollars  had  been 
deposited  and  required  no  endorsement  payable  to  the  bearer 

Both  types  have  a  portrait  of  Benjamin  Franklin  in  the  upper  left 
corner  of  the  face  This  engraving  is  based  on  the  painting  by  James  Barton 
Longacre  Both  have  red  Treasury  seals,  but  the  first  type's  seal  has  rays  and 
the  second  type's  seal  is  scalloped  Other  face  differences  of  the  types  are  that 
the  first  type  has  a  thin  pomntee  cross  used  as  a  printer's  embellishment  mark 
at  the  end  of  the  serial  number  and  the  second  type  has  a  much  thicker  forrnee 
cross  for  that  purpose  Also,  in  the  upper  two  corners,  there  are  differences  in 
the  uses  or  non-uses  of  "x".  "10",  and  "TEN"  Both  types  have  the  signatures  of 
Jas.  Gilfillan.  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  and  G  W  Scofield.  Register  of  the 
Treasury 

The  backs  of  the  two  types  are  entirely  different  with  the  first  type's 
back  being  an  assignment  form  for  conversion  of  the  certificate  into  a  four 
percent  bond  The  second  type's  back  shows  a  large  "TEN"  at  upper  center, 
plus  an  interest  table  (see  illustration)  Both  backs  are  printed  in  black 

The  first  type  is  extremely  rare  Only  5,850  were  issued  and  only  two 
notes  are  outstanding  and  they  are  know  n  They  are 
A287  -  Harry  W  Bass,  Jr  Research  Foundation 

A3793  -  Bureau  of  the  Public  Debt,  cancelled  with  two  large  corners  missing. 
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The  second  Ivpe  had  3.995,425  notes  issued  Eight  hundred  arc 
outstanding.  There  are  over  one  hundred  known  serial  numbers  which  range 
from  A500  -  A3996892.  this  would  indicate  that  there  were  more  certificates 
printed  than  issued  with  some  serial  numbers  being  skipped 

Refunding  Certificates  are  very  popular  with  type  collectors 
Circulated  examples  can  be  obtained  in  the  $800  -  $1200  range  They  arc  a 
worthwhile  addition  to  any  collection  of  paper  money

Since  this  seems  to  be  the  time  for  mid-year  reports,  herewith  is  one 
for  the  TNA  Coins  for  A's  program  since  we  took  it  over  last  September 

We  have  received  requests  form  39  students  for  coins,  and  have  sent 
out  50  packages.  Obviously,  some  of  these  students  have  been  sending  repeat 
requests:  ic  .  following  each  six  weeks  or  quarter  Others  have  seril  requests  in 
only  at  the  end  of  a  semester  Either  is  fine;  we  try  to  be  more  generous  if  the 
period  covered  is  longer  or  there  are  more  A's  during  the  period  So  far  as  we 
know,  all  Ihe  coins  we  have  sent  out  have  arrivcd-we’ve  had  no  complaints.  We 
are  always  anxious  to  hear  if  anyone  knows  of  a  young  person  who  has  sent  in 
his  or  her  grades  and  not  received  coins  back  from  us 

During  that  same  period,  the  program  has  received  more  than  $175  in 
donations  and  nearly  1000  coins  and  notes  for  distribution!  This  generosity  on 
the  part  of  collectors  is  simply  overwhelming  and  if  the  program  is  a  success,  it 
will  be  thanks  to  them  In  response  to  our  comments  that  we  had  many 
requests  for  U  S  coins,  several  people  (listed  below)  sent  us  large  donations 

Since,  our  last  report,  we  have  received  a  $100  donation  from  the  Fort 
Worth  Coin  Club  As  this  was  in  the  form  of  cash,  we  are  utilizing  it  for 
postage  and  coin  purchases,  when  necessary,  and  will  report  our  expenses 
directly  to  that  club  We  have  submitted,  and  been  reimbursed  by  TNA  for 
$128  97  in  expenses  These  expenses  included  purchase  of  a  case  of  bubble- 
pack  envelopes  for  mailing  coins  and  postage  Several  members  of  the  South 
Plains  Coin  Club-Lamonte  Pilzer,  B  L  Cave.  Dick  and  Sharron  Rice.  Herman 
Jacobs,  and  James  Golden-were  responsible  for  the  bulk  of  the  U  S.  coins 
received  recently  Ben  Hong  of  the  Dallas  Coin  Club  sent  us  several  Spanish 
and  Australian  coins 

Although  the  volume  has  picked  up  in  the  last  few  weeks,  we  arc  still 
looking  for  more  young  people  interested  in  participating  in  this  program  We 
have  just  received  our  first  out-of-state  request,  from  Garden  City.  Kansas 
Please  pass  the  word  around,  not  only  in  your  clubs  but  in  the  coin  shops  in 
your  area  and  ask  students  or  teachers  in  your  local  schools  to  do  the  same.
